Being an ex-legislator naturally we were 
interested in forthcoming events and made investigation 
in a. piece-meal sort of way to find out who is going to.be 
elected president of the 1941 senate. There are two or 
three contenders for the job. Senator Johnny Beacham of 
West Palm Beach is making every effort to grasp the 
honors. Senator Abe Kanner of Stuart is another strong 
contender. Senator Walter Rose of Orlando is another 
likely candidate. The Miami Herald sums up the situation 


to date with the following article: 

"Racing internis ara bending every effort to assure 
the election of their senatorial spokesman, John R. Beach- 
am of West Palm Beach, to the presidency of the 1941 sen- 
ate. His principal opponent for the high horór is Senator 
A. O. Kanner of Stuart, one of the abist men in the up 
per chamber. 

“Both men are veteřans:of the legislative halls. Kan- 
ner has served in the house as well as the senate. Beacham, 
is serving his second term in the upper house. A 

“Beacham began his drive for the presidency with the 
famous "outing" at Hialeah park last February. Beacham 
made no bones then òr later of his admiration for the race 
track crowd.. This feeling has led him into the position 
as chief deferder against the scorching indictments hurled 
at the tracks by Senator Graham. 

*Kanner, on the other hand, is an independent who 
has never, in a long legislative career, deviated—« hair's 
breadth from the straight line of public service. The race 

rdcks don't want him. In fact, they may stop at little in 
|o a to beat him because they know that with him in the 
* president's chair, the state and its welfare will come first."
